DEPUTIES NOW 
IN CONTROL 0 
CHICAGO STRIKE 


Army of Special Sheriffs, Working 
With Police, Have Situation 
Well in Hand and Make Pres- 
ence of State Troops Unneces- 
sary. 


CHICAGO, May %.—State troops have not 
been called to Chicago to help quell strike 
disorders. because the work is being done 
quite effectually today by an army--an 
ariny of deputy sheriffs and special police. 

Scarcely a corporal’'s guard responded to 
Mayor Dunne's cail for 1000 citizens to 
serve as special police, but Sheriff Barrett 
is having comperatively little difficulty «in 
recrulting his regiments of deputies. 

With 8600 special deputies and 2700 active 
club-swinging policemen on duty today, the 
great spread of the strike has scarcely been 
apparent in the downtown portions of the 
city, and the authorities are of one voice 
in deciaring that troops are not yet 
needed. roe 

It is well known that the merchants only 
want the soldiers as a last resort and the 
absence of any serious form of violence 
throughout the day was a source of great 
satisfaction. to all parties concerned in the 
strike. 

Spread of the lumber district confined to- 
day chiefly to the hardwood lumber yards, 
did not affect as many firms as some of the 
members of the Liwunbermen’s Assoctation 
feared. But many thought today a lull be- 
fore a storm. 

Although President Shea of the teamsters 
makes light of the fears of the employers 
that the lumber tie-up will soon affect 100,- 
000 men itn the city’s. building trades, the 
Impression prevailed that the action of the 
carpenters and other artisans in openly 
boycotting supplies from ‘‘struck"’ firms 
will eventually lead to an industrial paraly- 
sis that will make the strike situation too 
serious for the civil authorities to cozge 
with. 4 

Feverish labor conditions are apparent 
on all sides, and not the least sensational

Fire Insurance Company, Re- 
turning After Many Years 
Without Divulging Its Source. 


PROMISE WAS MADE TO 
MAN ON HIS DEATHBED 


Rev. J. §. Long of All Saints’ 
Catholic Ohuroh the Messenger 
in Refunding Money Which He 
Got From Parishioners. 


A man aslightly delow the medium in 
stature, and wearing the garb of a priest, 
entered the elevator in the Rialto Bu'ld- 
ing at Fourth and Olive streets and asked 
to be left off at the tenth floor. 

As he stepped from the elevator car it 
was apparent that the priest was not yet 
fully recoveregq from some trying Illnees. 
His face was fiushec with fever, and the 
features were drawn with pain. His step 
was unsteady as he passed along the cor- 
ridor looking for the number of a certain 
room, ané his hands trembied. 

On the door of room 112 was theyname of 
J. W. Daugherty, vice-president of the 
Laclede Fire and Marine Inaurance Co. 
The man of God did not hesitate, but 
opened the door and approached a young 
lady, who arose ag he entered. 

In a low voices he askec for Mr. Daugh- } 
erty, and was instantly ushereé into that 
official's private. office. 

‘Mr. Daugherty,’ said the reverend gen- 
tleman, handing him a persona! card bear- 
ing only the name “Rev. J. @. Long,” “I 
have this money which I desire to have 
you credit ta your conscience fund,’’ 

He handed Mr. Deugherty a roli of bilis. 
Mr. Daugherty took the money and count- 
ed it. There were four $10 national bank 
notes iesued by the Farmere’ WNati!onal 
Rank of Taylorville, lil.; one $8 gold cer- 
tificate, and five $% silver certificates. 

Holding the money in his hand Mr. 
Daugherty said: 

“Tl have had many experiences, but this 
is the first-timme-that any money came. to} 
me like this, and I would like to know 


more about it.’ 


Repented on Deathbed. 

“I can only tell you that many years 
ago a man whose property was insured in 
your company had a fire. There was some~ 
thing wrong about it. He drew the in- 
surance money and used ft. On his death 
bed he repented and confessed and wanted 
restitution made. The money was handed 
to me today ‘and I would thank you for 
a receipt for the same.” 

Mr. Daugherty wrote out a receipt for 
the $475 and handed it to the priest, who 
thanked him and turned and slowly left 
the office. 

The Rev. John 8. Long is pastor of All 
Saints’ Catholic Church at 6349 Maple ave- 
nue. a few blocks west of the city limits. 
The church is a frame structure, built re- 
cently, and the parish is not wealthy. The 
priest lives on the premises. 

Thursday he was seen in his study by 4 
Post-Dispatch reporter. Father Long was 
still suffering from his illness. He had 
arisen from his sick bed to deliver the 
money, and the long trip was trying on 
him. 

“I! greatly deplore,” sald the Rev. Father 
Long, “that this has become public. I 
hoped that the restitution could have been 
made without its attracting any publicity. 

“The name of the person who thus makes 
restitution for a ein committed many years 
ago must of course be kept secret by me. 
It came from the confessional, and hence 
is sacred.

SAVANNA, Il., May %.—RBothwell Pul- 
ford, the richest citizen of Savanna, 
killed himsalf today, a few moments after 
being questioned concerning the where- 
abouts of a revolver with which he ,was 
suspected of having killed Daniel S. Ber- 
ry, attorney and former Republican leader 
in the Lilinois Legislature. 

Pulford denied, on the stand at the coro- 
ner's inquest, having had any hand in 
Berry's death. A woman of his acquaint- 
ance substantiated his story with an ac- 
count of a conversation which she pro- 
fossed to have been holding with him ina 
drug store at the time Berry was killed, 

The authorities persisted in suspecting 
him, however, and continued their investi- 
gations on the theory that he was respon- 
sible for the shooting. 

The story was widely circulated that Ber- 
ry was killed as a result of -his attentions 
to a married woman. 

Pulford arose early today and went to 
his store. He appeared to be working un- 
der great strain. After opening the doors 
of the store and of the safe, he placed 
the money in the cagh register and was 
leaving by the back door when a news- 
paper correspondent stopped him. 

‘Mr. Pulford, I would like to ask you 
one question in regard to your revolvers," 
he said. 

“I can't talk to you now,” said Pulford. 
“I am going to the house to get breakfast, 
but I will be back in just a minuwie.” 


Hastens Home to Die. 
Mr. Pulford appeared to be in haste, and 
turned quickly and walked toward his 
home. F%fteen minutes later a report was 


heard in the street and when an investi- | 


gation was made, Pulford was found dead. 
He had ended ‘Ais life with a single bul- 
let. 

Climbing to the loft of the barn in whith 
he kept his horses, he stood sear a win- 
dow, pressed the muzzle of his revolver 
againet the right side of his forehead, fired 
and fell back, ded. 

At the sound of the revolver Mrs. Pui- 
ford became hysterical. When the neigh- 
bors reached the house she was walling 
frantically, her two daughters at her side. 

For two months Pulford has shown signs 
of mental strain. When Daniel Berry was 
killed In Pulford’s Opera House last Mon- 
day and the authorities began to question

:in the door. Berry turned partly in fall- 
ing and did not utter a cry. 

A switchman named Welsh, passing the 
opera house when the shots rang out, 
lodked wp the entry stairs. He saw a man 
dart into the doors of the opera house audi- 
torfum’ on the second floor. He wore a 
dark sack sult and a gray crush hat. Welsh 
saw him but a moment. The Opera House 
Block is a three-story brick bufiding and 
is conspicuous in Main street. 


How Tragedy Happened. 


Rerry had his office just at the head of 
the stairs and overiooking the main street. 
Directly in front of the head of the broad 
stairway on the second floor are the double 
doors operiing into the ovunfinished audi- 
tortum, which runs back to an alley. Across 
the staira from Berry's office is the tele- 
phone exchange where several girls sat at 
the switchboard behind closed dvors.

A big audience, ae two-thirds of the 
heuse, saw the performance. 

“Robert Emmet” is an historical drama 
in five acts. It is a dramatic story of the 
historical career of the Irish patriot. It is 
inexpressibly sad in the main, but is en- 
livened here and there with wit, dances 
and mueic. Ireland is the place of pathos. 
Her sons are quick to respond to the sor- 
rowful chord. There is something wonder- 
fully sweet about some of those old Irish 
songs, and there is a purity of patriotism 
about those sons of Erin that makes ones 
heart very grateful for this great haven 
country where men are free. 

Dr. Cunningham is more. skillful as an 
actor than he is as a playwright. His im- 
persenation of Emmet was in keeping with 
one’s conception of the man. His rendi- 
tion of the famous speech in the dock was 
no less than beautiful, his singularly clear 
tenor voice serving him to much better ad- 
vantage h@re than it did in other scenes of 
the play. It is.one of those voices which 
is musical in oratory and impracticable in 
the less florid recitative passages. The 
play he has written, being overlong and 
loose-jointed, is nevertheless serviceable 
for patriotic uses. 

The supporting cast, considering that it 
was composed entirely of amateurs, was 
surprisingly good. Miss Sophia Shields 
played Anne Devlin with professional skill, 
and Miss Nellie Coffey was scarcely less 
effective as Sarah Curran, Emmet’s sweet- 
heart. Thomas O’Connell was quite at 
heme on the stage as Michael Dwyer, and 
he sang in Gaelic in a way to delight his 
hearers. John Goodwin also did some good 
work as Thomas Russell. He has a very 
good stage voice. Few features of the 
performance were so pleasing as the duet, 
‘What Will You Do, Love, When I Am 
Gone?” sung by Misa Mamie Cunningham 
and Peter Golden.

Working Agreement by Union and 
Northern Lines to Divide Traf- 
fic to and From Coast.

NPW YORK, May %.—A harmony agree- 
ment between the Union Pacific and 
Northern Pacific has been signed 
and hereafter the great Northwest 
and Middle West are to be divided 
as far as traffic is concerned, in 
such a way that there will be no friction 
between the Northern Securities group of 

roads and the Harriman lines. 

Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul has been 
placated and the threatening extensions to 
the Pacific Coast wild not be built. 

It is stated that the recent resignation of 
George Gould from Union Pacific, E. H. 
Harriman from Northern Securities, and 
the failure to re-elect the Harriman in- 
terests to representation in the Northern 
Pacific board, were mere developments in 
the plan for future peace among these in- 
terests. It is said that the Rockefeller in- 
terests did a great deal towards bringing 
about harmony, and their representatives 
were present at every conference. 

The St. Paul was a powerful peace fac- 
tor. For several years this road has been 
trying to get a satisfactory tariff agree- 
ment out of Mr. Hill. Up to this time it had 
failed to do so. About three weeks ago the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern roads 
were given the alternative of consenting 
to a satisfactory compact or finding them- 
selves threatened with a new line to the 
Pactfic Coast. The St. Paul ratiroad has 
had a foree of surveyors in the field for 
months. and had made tentative Anancial 
arrangements to build a road to the coast. 
As a matter of fact, a definite statement 
was made bv a high official of the company 
a few weeks ago, that the extension would 
be built at once. 

This threat, which it is explained was 
made in all earnestness, had its desired

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TEN MILLION CREDITORS. 

Paradoxical as it may «sound, the creditor classes of the 
United States are the people with little credit. The depos'tors 
ina bank, trust or insurance company cr building loan associa- 
tion far outnumber the borrowers. In the savings banks alone 
7,305,443 depositors are ereditors to the amount of their de- 
posits, $3,060,178,611. In the 15,000 banks, loan and trust com- 
panies of the United States the amounts due depositors aggre- 
gate over $12,000,000,000. All told there are over 10,000,000 
depositiors. The amount of money in the United States is a 
little less than $3,000,000,000, and the amount in circulation is 
only $32 per capita. Even this includes national! bank notes, 
which are not legal tender money, but only evidence of the 
banks’ indebtedness guaranteed by United States bonds. 

Thus there is payable either on demard or on short notice 
many times as many dollars as there are dollars to pay them 
with. If all the small creditors should simultaneously demand 
payment of their savings,.as Mr. Lawson suggests, every bank- 
ing institution in the United States would have to default and 
the calling of bank loans would cause the ruin of a majority of 
high financiers. The wealth of the rich debtors would be wiped 
out by the fall in-the value of the stocks and bonds which they 
would be forced to unload on a demoralized market. Not only 
high finance would topple to its destruction, but all the Jegiti- 
mate business structure which is dependent upon bank credits 
would also crumble, in widespread ruin. 

But while condemning Lawson's frenzied and vicious advice, 
it is well to present the truth—that the savings of the many

to 5,988,436. 

The value of these four great crops increased in the same 
time more than 100 per cent, or from $701,072,224 to $1,713,696,- 
000. It should be borne in mind that these colossal figures of 
wealth produced do not include other valuable farm products, 
such as fruits and berries, live stock, poultry and dairy, nor 
manufacturing and mineral] products, the increase of which is 
even greater {n proportion to population. 

Within the 13 years from 1890 to 1903 the railroad mileage 
of these Western States, without the inducements of bonuses 
offered in previous years, increased from 53,193 to 68,463. 

The financial exhibit is even better than the crop exhibit. 
The resources of banks and trust companies increased three- 
fold in 13 years. In 1891 they were $630,915,671 and in 1904 
they reached 81,794,700,000. , 

After reading these statistics the Eastern bankers need 
wonder no longer why the movement of Western crops, great 
as they are, do not now disturb financial conditions ‘in the 
West, nor require special arrangements with Eastern banks. 
Mr. Wade says that Western banking institutions are seeking 
investment for their surplus in the East and have a dollar on 
deposit in the East for every dollar which Western merchants 
and manufacturers owe tho’ Eastern banks. He adds humor- 
ously that if the Eastern financiers will take as good care of 
their “Wall Street crops” as the Western bankers will take 


care of their Western crops of corn, wheat,-oats and cotton 
there will be little financial trouble in the country. 


The facts concerning the rapidly growing financial strength 
of the West are significant. The shifting of the money power 
from the East to the West is the natural consequence of the 
West’s great increase in substantial wealth, It will continue 
with the continuation of the West’s development. The center 
of wealth will be the center of financial power.

NEW YORK, May &3.—The World, in 
commenting on Secretary Taft's speech at 
Columbus, says: ‘Secretary Taft entered 
rather gingerly upon the task of peace- 
maker between President Roosevelt and 
the Ohio bosses. It was a difficult situ- 
ation to be sure. For he had to be loyal 
to President Roosevelt and at the same 
time not offend the prejudices of the cor- 
poration lobbyists and Dingleyite stand- 
patters who preside over the party's desti- 
nies in Ohio, ‘ 

Therefore, he brought no peremptory 
command from Mr. Roosevelt that the 
railroads must be made to mend their 
morals. No hammer and tongs, such as Mr. 
Roosevelt used for his Western audi- 
ences, but all so moderately phrased that 
even a railroad attorney hearing Secretary 
Taft must have wondered what there was 


| to be so profoundly alarmed at. 


“As for the Treasury deficit, it was a de- 
plorable fact, but Secretary Taft was not 
dealing unflattering details. Only it might 
happen that the government must raise 
more money. No one, he felt sure, wants 
ariny or navy expenditures cut down, and 
pensions are sacred. Then it must be either 
by add&tionai Interna] taxes or a revision 
of the tariff. Far be it from him, a humble 
cabinet officer, to suggest a choice. Sail 
the question might come up and the shrine 
of Dingleytsm be invaded until self-sacrific- 
ing tariff beneficiaries in Ohio would cun- 
sent to the people’s assuming again the old 
war-stamp duties. Surely the Ohio atmos- 
phere has a soothing effect upon the geal- 
ous makers of programs.

Largest in the World, It Will Toll 
for Dead at Government 
Cemetery. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGON, May Congress will 


be askea this fall to @Gomate a sufficient 
number of captured and condemned can- 
non to be melted and cast into the largest 
bell in the world, which will be placed in 
Arlington Cemetery. The project is one 
undertaken by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and a committee of the local posts 
has already taken up the matter. It is 
proposed to hang this bell in a specially 
constructed house in the national burying 
ground and to toll it whenever a veteran 
of the Civil War is buried there, and also 
on Memorial Day. 

The bell itself will exceed in size the 
big bell in Moscow, and ft is intended to 
be a monument tu the old soldiers. When ig

The decision at Edwardsville means that 
450,000 bushels of red Russian wheat in the 
McReynolds elevator, East St. Louis, will 
be graded as red winter wheat. It is un- 
derstood that about 1,500,000 bushe!s were 
pougnt for May delivery and that 1,000,000 
bushels have already been delivered. By 
the decision of Thursday the delivery of 
the remainder can be made. 

No. 2 red Russian wheat sold at $1 and 
$1.02 Thursday, practically the same as the 
day before. No, 2 native red winter wheat 
sold at $1.13, about the same advance over 
elevator wheat as has been maintained 
since the red Russian was graded with No. 
2 in February. 


SOLONS JUST LEARN 
THEY REVISED LAWS 


Illinois School Regulations Are 
Greatly Changed by Ap- 
parently Minor Bills, 


SPRINGFIDBLD, IUl., May %.—Without 


being aware of the fact the late Legislature 
practically completed a general revision of 
the school laws of Illinois. This was ef- 
fected by the passage of 16 bills, none of 
which was of sufficient importance in it- 
self to attract particular attention, but 
which in the aggregate have the effect of 
bringing about a number of important 
changes desired by State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Alfred Bayliss, 

The most important is one which puts a 
stop to all drafts upon what is known as 
the distributable fund for the schgols of 
the State. This was done through provi- 
sions in a number of the bills passed and 
through enactment of a general statute 
definitely fixing the salaries of county su- 
perintefidents. The last named statute does 
&@way with all the fees in the superintend- 
ent's office and of itself saves the distrib- 
utable fund from an annual raid of consid- 
erable proportions. 

It has been customary whenever there 
was something new to be done in an edu- 
cational way and no money was in sight 
with which to do it, to make the additiona: 
burden a charge upon the distributing fund. 
It is convenient and easily reached and, as 
no one in the Legislature has been rtic- 
wage interested in it, heavy inroads into 
ine und have been made from time to 
time. ro the new legislation, however, 
ever or Py upon the fun n abol- 
ished and State Ganerintendent Bayliss 
the satisfaction of finding it once more 
Violate.
